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SCHOOL BOARD REPRESENTATIVE REPORT 
Mark Funk 


Roxbury has put forth a petition (Article #7 on the School Warrant) to alter the MRSD 
funding formula due to the great disparity in the per student cost born by each member 
town. This has been accepted by the School Board and passed the deliberative session 
with 90% approval. This will be on the March 12th School ballot. This is a School 
District vote and it is IMPERATIVE THAT EVERY REGISTERED VOTER IN 
ROXBURY VOTES! This article, if it passes, will give SIGNIFICANT TAX 
RELIEF to our town but it can pass or fail by a simple majority (that's 1 vote!). 


The town of Sullivan has withdrawn from the Monadnock Regional School District 
(MRSD) effective 7/1/13. This will cause significant staffing changes within the 
District. Depending on the grade level, some Sullivan students will be able to stay within 
the District for a set time period with Sullivan paying tuition. 


There will be a major shift in the scheduling for high school students this fall which 
entails a 7 period class day with 5 revolving classes. Some classes will be up to 70 
minutes long. This schedule will dovetail with the Keene High School and will allow 


some coordination with the two districts. Also 5 snow days are built into a shorter school 
year of 175 days. 


MRHS football team won the Division V State Championship for the first time in 51 
years! 


MRHS Spirit Team won the Division V State Championship for the 9th time! 


MRHS is starting a newsletter called Monadnock Ed Matters which will be sent out 
periodically to the residents of the member towns. 


Because of the recent school tragedies SAU 93 has reviewed the emergency response 
plan extensively for all the schools in the District in order to keep our children as safe as 


possible. 


Computer tablets were given to 4 classes in grades 6-8 which demonstrated 100% 
engagement in learning. 


MRHS will be offering college classes for students on and off campus. 
SATs will now be offered at MRHS.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work 
collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your 
local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law 
(RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to 
contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the 
Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Due to a record warm winter and little snow, our first fire occurred on February 4" with several more early fires to follow. Normally 
a large percentage of the warm windy days with low humidity occur when the ground is saturated from a long snow covered winter. 
By the time the surface fuels and ground dry out enough to burn, we only have a few weeks until “green up”. This year however we 
had an extended period of these favorable spring fire conditions. Our largest fire in the state was 86 acres. The average size fire was 
.6 acres. Extensive summer rains kept total acreage burned to near normal levels 


As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints have limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire 
lookout towers to Class III or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers 
fire spotting was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Several of the fires during the 
2012 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Please help Smokey Bear, your 
local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

The Roxbury Police department had another busy year. You can see one new officer was 
hired this year and we will now be up to full staff this year. Sergeant Thomas is a retired 
Keene Police Detective and brings with him a great knowledge of investigations and 
court prosecutions. Normal patrolling was done on and off, as problems arose, but due to 
limited money for special grants only a few special patrols took place during the summer. 
It takes a lot of planning to give the best police coverage while keeping within the town 
budget. Investigation time, court time and administration time are on the rise. Patrols also 
increased with the addition of Friday and Saturday night’s patrols during the summer. 
Automotive and civil complaints are also on the increase. Again, I would ask that if you 
see something suspicious in your neighborhood to report it right away.
